When the cage was 
lifted to the top for the last time 
Holmes, it appears, forgot to reverse 
the power.

Strange Disappearance

AVniTE PIX23 SUPPLY SCARCE. 


Shoe Manufacturers Worried Over In- 
creased Pricc of Tlicir Boxes. 


Shoo manufacturers in the large 
centres of that industry in New Eng- 
land are concerned over the devasta- 
tion of forests, so far as it affects the 
supply of wood for making boxes, 
which has been decreasing steadily. 
As the demand increases so prices 
have been going up. 
So serloud is 
the outlook that the United States 
Government is now 
making investi- 
gations in the hope of ly-inging about 
some satisfactory solution. 


The census of last year showed 
that 
throughout the country $57,- 
000,000 worth of packing boxes were 
nmde in 10 05, double the value of 
those manufactured in 1899. 
Mass- 
achusetts alone has 138 
firms 
en- 
gaged in the manufacture of wooden 
packing boxes, and they use nearly 
300.000,000 feet of lumber a year. 
In Lynn half a million dollars' worth 
of packing cases are made in a year, 
one large shoe firm using up nearly 
10,000,000 feet of lumber for this 
purpose annually. 
Gifford Pinchot, 
a 
Government 
forester, 
estlm'ates 
that New England uses 600,000,000 
feet of lumber annually to provide 
cases for the shoemakers and other 
large users of them. 
White pine is 
the most valuable timber for packing 
cases, but the supply Is very scarce 
now. 
The National Bureau of For- 
estry has suggested that manufactur- 
ers in Now England buy up waste 
lands and raise their own white pipe, 
and have taken steps to interest far- 
mers in this industry. 


As important to the manufacturers 
as the boxboard industry is the carton 
and paper bo:: industry. 
Prices of 
all kinds 
of news board and straw 
board, of which canons are made, 
have increased by twenty per cent, 
in the past year, and It is said that 
another advance is coming. The shoe 
manufacturers particularly feel this, 
as every pair of shoes has its carton, 
but with the great demand for candy, 
breakfast foods, and other *'special- 
tics" in scaled boxes the demand has 
exceeded the supply of material.— 
New York Evening Post.

Air-ships and motor-cars may l<^ad 
In time to the second disappearance 
of the horse, which once before be- 
came extinct in 
North 
and 
South 
Amorica. 
Over three centuries ago, 
at the Spanish Conquest, there was 
not to be found in tho New World, 
so it has been practically proved, a 
single animal that answered to the 
horse. 
Horses, indeed, 
which 
the 
Spaniards 
brought 
wltl^ 
them 
to 
mount their cavalry were objects at 
first of great terror to the natives, 
who took them to be four-logged su- 
pernatural beings come purposely to 
aid tho conquerors. 
Yet recent re- 
search by tho Whitney Mission has 
established beycnd doubt that long 
before Columbus the Americas wore 
overrun by horses from the moun- 
tains of Alaska to the plains of Pata- 
gonia. 


In 182 6 the chance discovery in 
New Jersey of an equine fossil of an 
unknov/n kind led to more method- 
ical investigation of America, with 
the result 
that 
prehistoric 
horse- 
bones have been found in California 
and Oregon; between the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Carolinas; in Texas, 
Florida, and the valleys of Mexico; 
In the basin of the Mississippi and on 
tho western slopes 
of 
the 
Rocky 
Mountains, 
Horses, too, must have 
been numerous in this country pre- 
vious to the appearance of man; re- 
searches having brought to light their 
fossilized remains mixed up with pot- 
tery and tho stone arms of cave- 
dwellers. 


How is it, then, that the oquine 
race, represented In America by kinds 
of fossil considerably more numerous 
than in Europe, came for a time to 
vanish from this country to reappear 
thousands of centuries later with the 
Spanish Conquest? 
For but a cen- 
tury after Cortez there were already 
in existence herds of wild horses in 
the regions of the Plata and the prai- 
ries of the Far West. 


By some this temporary extinction 
of the American horso has been at- 
tributed to the increasing cold and 
the encroachments of 
tho 
glacial 
hemisphere. 
It is certain that the 
elephant and camel disappeared 
at 
the same time. 
Another 
explana- 
tion is that the horses succumbed to 
a malady such as the "rinderpest*' in 
South Africa. 
Again, what brought 
about this exodus may possible have 
been a specics of the present-day. Co- 
lombian vampire bat. which sucks the 
life-blood of its victims, and in the 
districts it infests prevents the horse 
being used as a beast of burdcii.— 
Harper's Weekly,

Curious Methqd of Mining. 


Tho increasing depth to which it 
is necessary to go in following tho 
vein of 
kaolin, or potter's 
clay, 
mined near tho Housatonic River in 
Connecticut, recently caused tho in- 
troduction of a novel method of min- 
ing, 
Wells from fifty to nearly 200 
feet in depth are driven, and tv/o 
pipes, the outer four inches and the 
inner two inches in diameter, are 
Introduced. 
Water at a pressure of 
forty pounds 
per square 
inch is 
forced down through 
tho smaller 
pipe, and rises through the larger 
one, bringing with it about fivo per 
cent, of solid matter, of which seven- 
ty-five per cent, is pure kaolin. 


FJics and Disease. 


The house-fly has for some time 
past been regarcpd with serious sus- 
picions by the 
sanitarian, and, in 
view of our knowledge of the spread 
of tropical diseases by the winged 
insects of the warmer climates, it 
has become 
increasingly 
probable 
that the house fly is also responsible 
for the dissemination of infectious 
diseases.—Hospital.

UTILIZING THE ZEBRA, 


Tho development of the African 
colonies has been retarded, says a 
writer in the New York Sun, on ac- 
count of the difficulties of transporta- 
tion. 
In South Africa trek oxen are 
used, but vast numbers of these are 
killed 
by the 
dreaded 
tsetse 
fly. 
North of the Zambezi, horses, mules, 
donkeys and draft animals of every 
kind are found impossible, owing to 
tho same scoprge. 
Yet if an efllclent 
service of c^'aft animals could be ob- 
tained, the trade would be doubled. 


A year ago it occurred to Captain 
Nys, of tho Belgian Grenadiers, that 
if the zebras, which roam in innumer- 
able herds, could 
be 
trapped and 
tamed, they would solve the transpor- 
tation problem. 
For the zebra .is 
eald to be Immune from the deadly 
effects of the tsetse fly. He made 
known his idea, and the sum of $20,- 
000 was appropriated 
for 
experi- 
ments. 


Captain Nys had hard work get- 
ting his caravan toge^er. The Congo 
tribes seldom 
work( preferring 
to 
leave this disagreeable part of life 
to their Avives. 
He succeeded, how- 
ever, in collecting twenty-five men, 
and established a camp in the middle 
of the zebra country. 
Some of the 
herds that he saw numbered 3000. 
In their wake trailed troops <of lions 
and leopards. 


After trying, unsuccessfully, differ- 
ent methods of trapping the zebra. 
Captain Nys had an immense con'al, 
or staked enclosure, built, with a 
funnel-shaped mouth into which the 
animals could be drive'i by beaters. 
Once inside, the zebras would fin'd 
grass and fresh water, and all their 
natural surroundings. 
In the various 
corners stables would be built, arid 
here the animals might gradually be 
tamed. 


After many diiTicultios, an army of 
Bome 700 natives was engaged and 
Instructed. 
Captain 
Nys 
had 
to 
travel many hundreds of miles to g-et 
these men from their chi-efs, always 
going on foot, for horse or mule is 
Impossible in the tsetse fly country. 


It took several months to construct 
tho stockade, which enclosed 
200 
acres. 
Then, one morning, the army 
of beaters spread out, fan-like, for 
fifty or sixty miles, and gradually 
drove in some 3700 zebras. 


When the captain saw this im- 
mense herd nearing the funnel of his 
corral, hQ thought his troubles were 
at an end; but disappointment await- 
ed him. 
Suddenly the herd stam- 
peded. 
A large troop of lions were 
worrying them in the rear, and over- 
whelming the army of beaters, they 
doubled back into the wilderness. 


Barely twenty-five animals were 
taken. 


Three times the zebras v/ere driven 
back by the lions, but the fourth 
hunt was a success, and 1700 ani- 
mals were entrapped in the enclosure. 
They fought and bit one another, 
raced hither and thither, and dashed 
their pretty bodies against the solid 
fences, crippling, and in many cases 
killing, themselves. 
For four or five 
days many of the zebras refused to 
eat or drink. 
Some even starved to 
death. 
But gradually most of them 
grew accustomed to their new life, 
and were forced into the stables. 


In about a fortnight the creatures 
became used to the presence of men, 
and a few permitted themselves to be 
harnessed into light carts. 


Thus Captain Nys has demonstrat- 
ed that there Is in Central Africa an 
indigenous animal, proof against the 
tsetse fly, and capable of doing the 
work of mule or horse, in a region 
where both are impossible. 
It is 
hoped that gradually the long trains 
of native porters and women will be 
superseded as beasts of 
burden.— 
Youth's Companion. 


HOW DETROIT WAS SAVED. 
On the afternoon 
of 
May Day, 
17C3, Pontiac, the famous Ottawa 
chief, called on the commander of the 
English garrison at Detroit and pro- 
posed to him that a council be held 
at the fort, to which he should come 
with a number of his braves to smoke 
the pipe of peace and strengthen'tho 
good will between his people and the 
English. The commander fell in with 
Pontiac's suggestion, and a date was 
set for tho meeting. 


Before the day for the meeting ar- 
rived a beautiful Ojibv/ay 
maiden 
stood at the gate of the fort with a 
present for the comn\ander—a pair of 
moccasins she had made with her 
own hands. 
The maiden was in love 
with Major Gladwin, and the gift 
came straight and warm from her 
heart. 


Having delivered 
the 
moccasins 
and received the Major's thanks for 
the same, the girl hung around as 
though something of great weight 
was pressing upon her mind, and 
finally 
she informed Gladwin 
that 
Pontiac had ovll designs upon the 
garrison, that he had caused sixty of 
his warriors to flie off the barrels of 
their rifles so that they might bo 
hidden under 
their 
blankets, and 
that thus armed they would come to 
the council, when, at Pontiac's sig- 
nal, they were 
to 
»lay the 
com- 
mander and the entire garri.son. 


It was on the 8tU daytof May that 
the dusky maiden save the warning, 
and OQ the foUowtng day Poutiac aad 


sixty of his braves, with blankets 
about them, enterer^ the gate of the 
fort. 


Within the stockade he saw one 
hundred and twenty-five white men 
armed to tho teeth, calm, but pre- 
pared for anything that might hap- 
pen. 
"Why," asked the wily chief, 
"do I see so many of my father's peo- 
ple standing about with guns in their 
hands?" 
"It is a custom with us." 
replied Gladwin, "whenever we re- 
ceive distinguished guests." 


In silence the chief and his war- 
riors stalked on to the council house, 
where they seated themselves in thi 
customary 
circle. 
Rising, 
Pontiac 
made a speech full of friendship for 
the English people in general and the 
Detroit garrison In particular, and 
presently sat down without giving 
tho signal that had been agreed upon 
between his men and himself. 


"What does it mean?" the red men 
thought silently to themselves. 


While they were wondering at the 
strange turn things had taken, Glad- 
win, with resolute tread, approached 
Pontiac and, lifting a corner of his 
blanket, called his and the company's 
attention to the concealed rifle. 


"Your treachery has been uncov- 
ered, Pontiac, and you and your war- 
riors are deserving of death, but this 
once you will be forgiven. 
Let It 
not happen, again, however, lest the 
white 
man's 
vengeance 
overtake 
you."

his gun at the

gun, he sprang to his feet and ran 
on in advance until he caught up 
with the old men once more.

Away down stream, in the recesses 
of the Impenetrable forest on Its 
banks, Is said to exist an uncanny 
creature with the body of a huge,' 
unwieldy monkey, and a man's face 
of revolting cunning, framed in long 
coils of coal-black hair. 


After sunset, at the hour when 
the villagers living on the river banks 
are in the habit of going down to 
fetch water for their evening meal, 
this creature lurks among the eddies 
near the place, waiting for his prey. 
As soon as an unsuspecting 
man 
bends down to fill his pitcher, the 
monster puts up a long, hairy arm, 
grasps him and drags him below tho 
surface. 


There It twists round the unfor- 
tunate man's head, hands and feet, 
and lifts him above the water for his 
comrades on the bank to see his sorry 
plight. 
This done, it sinks again 
from sight and swims down stream 
with its victim—always below the 
sux'face. 


Arriving at last at its lonely forest 
home, the monster lands the unhappy 
man and throws him, unconscious, 
on the ground. 
Then, searching for 
a banana plant, it picks off a strip of 
leaf, rolls it up and thrusts it down 
its victim's throat to make him vomit 
up the water he has swallowed* This 
saves him from drowning to become 
the slave of his captor, for whom he 
labors from morning to night,—De- 
troit News-Tribune. 


New Test For Ulood. 


A simple blood test has been per- 
fected by PiorkowBki, a European 
chemist. 
A little diluted serum from 
a given animal is placed in a very 
small test tube, into w.hich is then 
introduced one drop of the fresh or 
dried sample of blood in a solution' 
of salt. 
The tube is then allowed to 
stand forty-five minutes. If the blood 
and serum are from the same species 
—as the dog—a faint red precipitate 
of coagulated blood appears under 
clear liquid, but if blood and serum 
are from unlike animals the blood 
will bo dissolved in the eerum, which 
will turn red. 
Old stains placed in 
fresh human serum were conclusively 
shown to be human blood.—Philadel- 
phia ¡Ledger. , 


A O R J l C p L T U ^ 


ALYSSUM SAXATILE LUTEUM. 
This is a new yellow variety of this 
popular fiower, and will come into 
instant vogue owing to the demand 
for fiowers of this color. 
It is best 
suited for the mckery or the hardy 
border, and should be planted well 
to the rear, in front of the shrub- 
bery, 
If it is planted very early it 
will bloom from the seed the 
first 
year, but to be sure of it, plant the 
seeds in the house early, and. trans- 
plant to fiats as soon as tho third 
leaf shows. 
Keep shifting on 
as 
needed, until they are in four-inch 
pots, when they should be In bud 
and bloom, and ready to set gut to 
bloom all season. 
Give them a strong 
sandy soil, well enriched. 
They will 
stand partial shade.

THE GIANT SNAPDRAGONS. 
These 
arc 
the 
large 
improved 
forms of the old-fashioned snapdra- 
gons of our grandmothers, and are 
among the most valuable 
flowers 
which can be grown from seed in one 
season. 
They require rich soil, with 
a good percentage of sand in its com- 
position and plenty of 
well-rotted 
horse manure. 
Plant them v/hero 
they are to bloom, rather thickly, as. 
fiometimes they are poor germinators. 
When they show the third leaf, thin 
them out to six inches apart. 
They 
can be sown for a succession of bloom 
from April to July, and they will bo 
in'flower until the end of-tlie season. 
They make fine indoor flov/crs for 
cutting, grown thinly in fiats, in rick, 
soil.

PHLOX DRUMMONDI. 


The new hybrids of this 
v/ell- 
known 
old-fashioned 
flower 
are 
worthy of the fullest cultivation, and 
they will be a revelation to those 
who have never 
seen them. 
The 
umbels .are at least twice the size of 
the old ones, the coloring is much 
finer, 
and they bloom all summer. 
They should be planted v/here they 
are to bloom, in the open ground, in 
the best possible soil, worked very 
fine. 
Sow rather thickly, and when 
they show the third leaf, thin out to- 
four inches apart, if a massed effect 
is intended; but if an open effect is 
desired, thin to eight inches. 
Keei> 
them free from weeds, and as soon 
as the first crop of flowers* begins to. 
fade, cut them off, and they will con- 
tinue to bloom as long as this is re- 
peated. 


THE WHITE 
DAISY. 


This flower seems to infect some 
fields more than others year after 
year. 
Whenever we sav/ a bunch of 
them they were put out of the v/ay 
by cutting them very early—that is, 
Just before tho seed ripens. 
Our 
neighbor had plenty of them in one 
neld—in fact not much else. 
After 
a while they were mowed with a ma- 
chine and cured same way as hay- 
making. 
It v/as fed to some crea- 
tures and relished—seemed to like- 
the feed. The bloom is really lovely,, 
but v/hen the grov/th is spontaneous 
enough to admit of mowing it's al- 
most too. much of daisies. 
Tho rem- 
edy Is easy'' if only cut whilo the 
seed is green; 
this 
prevents 
any 
spreading from the fertilizer put out., 


Tho handsome ox-eye daisy is an 
Injurious plant—and a v/eed to the- 
bothered farmer, but to the esthetic 
"a lovely flov;er" none the less so 
than tho white, daisy, for all that it 
Is a tormenting and pernicious weed 
—the general name of any plant that 
is useless and troublesome.—F. L^ 
Risley, in The Epitomist, 


THE STRAWBERRY BED. 


The strav/berry bed is something- 
that must be renewed every two or 
threo years, and neglect to do this, 
will cause disappointment at fruiting, 
lime. 


When the bed is three years old the 
plants have usually becomo so badly 
matted that it is almost impossible to 
cultivate them. 
For fine, large fruit 
the plants should be set in hills, run- 
ners should 
bo 
pinclied off 
and 
ground fihould always be kept clean 
and well cultivated. 


Resetting — In 
resetting 
plants 
caro should be taken not to mix the 
plants, as there are perfect and im- 
perfect flov/ering varieties and v/hero- 
the imperfect sorts are planted by 
themselves they are usually fruit- 
less; they must be planted next to 
rows of perfect flov/ered sorts. 


The strawberry will succeed in al- 
most any soil suitable for garden or 
farm crops; soil should bo thorough- 
ly "prepared, v/ell drained and en- 
riched. 


Plants can be bought very cheap- 
ly. 
It Is but a fev/ hours' work to 
plant and care for a bed, and nothing 
will give one greater and more satis- 
factory returns than a good straw- 
berry bed. 


Kind of Soil—Nov/ ground is best, 
but good crops can be grown on all 
sorts of soils and much depends upon 
selection and care. 
Strong crowiis 
and stout roots are the life of the 
plant. 
Care must be taken to spread 
out the roots so as to have them ia 
natural positiop, and tho soil must be 
firm by being packed around them. 


Plant only the large varietieii;, as it 
pays to grow ojaly tho best now. 
If 
wisely selected one can have this de* 
liclous fruit for quits a long vrnile.— 
ClM Epitomist.

WHITE PIXE SUPPLY SCARCE. 


Shoo Manufacturers Worried Over In­ 
creased Price of Their Boxes. 


Shoo manufacturers in the large 
centres of that industry in New Eng­ 
land are concerned over the devasta­ 
tion of forests, so far as it affects tho 
supply of wood for making boxes, 
which has been decreasing steadily. 
As the demand Increases so prices 
have been going up. 
So serious is 
the outlook that the United States 
Government is now making investi­ 
gations in the hope of lyinging about 
some satisfactory solution. 


The census of last year showed 
that 
throughout the country $57,- 
000,000 worth of packing boxes were 
made in 10 05, double the value of 
those manufactured in 1809. 
Mass­ 
achusetts alone has 138 firms en­ 
gaged in the manufacture of wooden 
packing boxes, and they use nearly 
300.000.000 feet of lumber a year. 
In Lynn half a million dollars’ worth 
of packing cases are made in a year, 
one large shoe firm using up nearly 
10.000.000 feet of lumber for this 
purposo annually. 
Gifford Pinchot, 
a 
Government 
forester, 
estimates 
that New England uses 600,000,000 
feet of lumber annually to provide 
cases for the shoemakers and other 
large users of them. 
White pine is 
the most valuable timber for packing 
cases, but the supply is very scarce 
now. 
The National Bureau of For­ 
estry has suggested that manufactur­ 
ers in Now England buy up waste 
lands and raise their own white pipe, 
and havo taken steps to interest far­ 
mers in this industry. 


As important to the manufacturers 
as the boxboard industry is the carton 
and paper box industry. 
Prices of 
all kinds 
of news board and straw 
board, of which canons are made, 
have increased by twenty per cent, 
in the past year, and it is said that 
another advance is coming. The shoe 
manufacturers particularly feel this, 
as every pair of shoes has its carton, 
but with the great demand for candy, 
breakfast foods, and other “special­ 
ties“ in sealed boxes the demand has 
exceeded the supply of material.— 
New York Evening Post.

Strange Disappearance 
of the American Horce 


By R. HOLT-LOMAX., . 


Air-ships and motor-cars may lead 
in time to the second disappearance 
of the horse, which once before be­ 
came extinct in North and South 
Amorica. 
Over three centuries ago, 
at the Spanish Conquest, there was 
not to be found in the New World, 
so it has been practically proved, a 
single animal that answered to the 
horse. 
Horses, indeed, which the 
Spaniards 
brought witlj them 
to 
mount their cavalry were objects at 
first of great terror to the natives, 
who took them to be four-logged su­ 
pernatural beings come purposely to 
aid tho conquerors. 
Yet recent re­ 
search by tho Whitney Mission has 
established beyend doubt that long 
before Columbus the Americas wore 
overrun by horses from the moun­ 
tains of Alaska to the plains of Pata­ 
gonia. 


In 182 6 the chance discovery in 
New Jersey of an equine fossil of an 
unknown kind led to more method­ 
ical investigation of America, with 
the result that prehistoric 
horse- 
bone3 have been found in California 
and Oregon; between the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Carolina.?; in Texas, 
Florida, and the valleys of Mexico; 
In the basin of the Mississippi and on 
tho western slopes 
of the 
Rocky 
Mountains. 
Horses, too, must have 
been numerous in this country pre­ 
vious to the appearance of man; re­ 
searches having brought to light their 
fossilized remains mixed up with pot­ 
tery and tho stone arms of cave- 
dwellers. 


How is it, then, that the equine 
race, represented in America by kinds 
of fossil considerably more numerous 
than in Europe, came for a time to 
vanish from this country to reappear 
thousands of centuries later with the 
Spanish Conquest? 
For but a cen­ 
tury after Cortez there were already 
in existence herds of wild horses in 
the regions of the Plata and the prai­ 
ries of the Far West. 


By some this temporary extinction 
of the American horse has been at­ 
tributed to the increasing cold and 
the encroachments of 
tho 
glacial 
hemisphere. 
It is certain that the 
elephant and camel disappeared at 
the same time. 
Another explana­ 
tion is that the horses succumbed to 
a malady such as the “rinderpest” in 
South Africa. 
Again, what brought 
about this exodus may possible have 
been a species of the present-day. Co­ 
lombian vampire bat, which sucks the 
life-blood of its victims, and in the 
districts it infests prevents the horse 
being used as a beast of burden.— 
Harper’s Weekly.

UTILIZING THE ZEBRA. 


The development of the African 
colonies has been retarded, says a 
writer in the New York Sun, on ac­ 
count of the difficulties of transporta­ 
tion. 
In South Africa trek oxen are 
used, but vast numbers of these are 
killed 
by the 
dreaded tsetse 
fly. 
North of the Zambezi, horses, mules, 
donkeys and draft animals of every 
kind are found impossible, owing to 
tho same scourge. 
Yet if an efficient 
service of cy*aft animals could be ob­ 
tained, the trade would be doubled. 


A year ago it occurred to Captain 
Nys, of the Belgian Grenadiers, that 
if the zebras, which roam in innumer­ 
able herds, could 
be 
trapped and 
tamed, they would solve the transpor­ 
tation problem. 
For the zebra .is 
said to be immune from the deadly 
effects of the tsetse fly. 
He made 
known his idea, and the sum of $20,- 
000 was appropriated 
for 
experi­ 
ments. 


Captain Nys had hard work get­ 
ting his caravan together. The Congo 
tribes seldom 
workf preferring 
to 
leave this disagreeable part of life 
to their wives. 
He succeeded, how­ 
ever, in collecting twenty-five men, 
and established a camp in the middle 
of the zebra country. 
Some of the 
herds that he saw numbered 3000. 
In their wake trailed troops <of lions 
and leopards. 


After trying, unsuccessfully, differ­ 
ent methods of trapping the zebra, 
Captain Nys had an immense corral, 
or staked enclosure, built, with a 
funnel-shaped mouth into which the 
animals could be driven by beaters. 
Once inside, the zebras would fincl 
grass and fresh water, and all their 
natural surroundings. In the various 
corners stables would be built, and 
here the animals might gradually be 
tamed. 


After many difficulties, an army of 
some 700 natives was engaged and 
instructed. 
Captain 
Nys 
had 
to 
travel many hundreds of miles to get 
these men from their chiefs, always 
going on foot, for horse or mule is 
Impossible in the tsetse fly country. 


It took several months to construct 
the stockade, which enclosed 200 
acres. 
Then, one morning, the army 
of beaters spread out, fan-like, for 
fifty or sixty miles, and gradually 
drove in some 3700 zebras. 


When the captain saw this im­ 
mense herd nearing the funnel of his 
corral, Iiq thought his troubles were 
at an end; but disappointment await­ 
ed him. 
Suddenly the herd stam­ 
peded. 
A large troop of lions were 
worrying them in the rear, and over­ 
whelming the army of beaters, they 
doubled back into the wilderness. 


Barely twenty-five animals were 
taken. 


Three times the zebras were driven 
back by the lions, but the fourth 
hunt was a success, and 1700 ani­ 
mals were entrapped in the enclosure. 
They fought and bit one another, 
raced hither and thither, and dashed 
their pretty bodies against the solid 
fences, crippling, and in many cases 
killing, themselves. 
For four or five 
days many of the zebras refused to 
eat or drink. 
Some even starved to 
death. 
But gradually most of them 
grew accustomed to their new life, 
and were forced into the stables. 


In about a fortnight the creatures 
became used to the presence of men, 
and a few permitted themselves to be 
harnessed into light carts. 


Thus Captain Nys has demonstrat­ 
ed that there is in Central Africa an 
Indigenous animal, proof against the 
tsetse fly, and capable of doing the 
work of mule or horse, in a region 
where both are impossible. 
It is 
hoped that gradually the long trains 
of nativo porters and women will be 
suporseded as beasts of burden,— 
Youth’s Companion. 


Curious Methqd of Mining. 


The increasing depth to which it 
is necessary to go in following tho 
vein of 
kaolin, or potter’s 
clay, 
mined near the Housatonic River in 
Connecticut, recently caused tho in­ 
troduction of a novel method of min­ 
ing, 
Wells from fifty to nearly 200 
feet in depth are driven, and two 
pipes, the outer four inches and the 
inner two inches in diameter, are 
introduced. 
Water at a pressure of 
forty pounds 
per square 
inch is 
forced down through 
tho smaller 
pipe, and rises through the larger 
one, bringing with it about five per 
cont. of solid matter, of which seven­ 
ty-five per cent, is pure kaolin, 


Flies and Disease. 


The house-fly has for some time 
past been regarcvd with serious sus­ 
picions by the 
sanitarian, and, in 
view of our knowledge of the spread 
of tropical diseases by the winged 
insects of the warmer climates, it 
has become 
increasingly 
probable 
that the house fly is also responsible 
for the dissemination of infectious 
diseases.— Hospital. 


In the North Atlantic division— 
the New England States, New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania—tho 
proportion of unmarried men over 
twenty years to the whole male pop­ 
ulation Is thirty-one per cent., or the 
unmarried women, 26.2.

English. The commander fell In with 
Pontiac’s suggestion, and a dato was 
set for tho meeting. 


Before the day for the meeting ar­ 
rived a beautiful Ojibway maiden 
stood at the gate of the fort with a 
present for the comn\ander—a pair of 
moccasins she had made with her 
own hands. 
The maiden was in love 
with Major Gladwin, and the gift 
came straight and warm from her 
heart. 


Having delivered 
the 
moccasins 
and received the Major’s thanks for 
the same, the girl hung around as 
though something of great weight 
was pressing upon her mind, and 
finally she informed Gladwin that 
Pontiac had evil designs upon the 
garrison, that he had caused sixty of 
his warriors to file off the barrels of 
their rifles so that they might bo 
hidden under 
their 
blankets, and 
that thus armed they would come to 
the council, when, at Pontiac's sig­ 
nal, they were to »lay the com­ 
mander and the entire garrison.

are the

forms of the old-fashioned snapdra­ 
gons of our grandmothers, and are 
among the most valuable flowers 
which can be grown from seed in one 
season. 
They require rich soil, with 
a good percentage of sand in Its com­ 
position and plenty of well-rotted 
horse manure. 
Plant them v/hero 
they are to bloom, rather thickly, as 
sometimes they are poor germinators. 
When they show the third leaf, thin 
them out to six inches apart. 
They 
can be sown for a succession of bloom 
from April to July, and they will be 
in flower until the end of-the season. 
They make fine indoor flowers for 
cutting, grown thinly in flats, in rich 
soil.

PHLOX DRUMMONDI. 


The new hybrids of this 
well- 
known 
old-fashioned 
flower 
are 
worthy of the fullest cultivation, and 
they will be a revelation to those 
who have never seen them. 
The 
umbels .are at least twice the size of 
the old ones, the coloring is much 
finer, and they bloom all summer. 
They should be planted where they 
are to bloom, in the open ground, in 
the best possible soil, worked very 
fine. 
Sow rather thickly, and when 
they show the third leaf, thin out to* 
four inches apart, if a massed effect 
Is intended; but if an open effect is 
desired, thin to eight inches. 
Keep- 
them free from weeds, and as soon 
as the first crop of flowers" begins to* 
fade, cut them off, and they will con­ 
tinue to bloom as long as this is re­ 
peated. 


THE WHITE DAISY. 


This flower seems to infect some 
fields more than others year after- 
year. 
Whenever we saw a bunch of 
them they were put out of the way 
by cutting them very early—that is, 
just before the seed ripens. 
Our 
neighbor had plenty of them in one 
field— in fact not much else. 
After 
a while they were mowed writh a ma­ 
chine and cured same way as hay­ 
making. 
It was fed to some crea­ 
tures and relished— seemed to like* 
the feed. 
The bloom is really lovely,, 
but when the growth is spontaneous 
enough to admit of mowing it’s al­ 
most too. much of daisies. 
The rem­ 
edy is easy '' if only cut while the- 
seed is green; 
this prevents any 
spreading from the fertilizer put out.. 


Tho handsome ox-eye daisy is an 
Injurious plant— and a weed to tile- 
bothered farmer, but to the esthetic* 
“a lovely flower” none the less so- 
than tho white, daisy, for all that it 
Is a tormenting and pernicious weed 
— the general name of any plant that 
is useless and troublesome.—F. L- 
Risley, in The Epitomist. 


New Test For Blood, 


A simple blood test has been per­ 
fected by Piorlcowski, a European 
chemist. A little diluted serum from 
a given animal is placed in a very 
small test tube, into w.hich is then 
introduced one drop of the fresh or 
dried sample of blood in a solution’ 
of salt. 
The tube is then allowed to 
stand forty-five minutes. If the blood 
and serum are from the same species 
— as the dog—a faint red precipitate 
of coagulated blood appears under 
clear liquid, but if blood and serum 
are from unlike animals the blood 
will be dissolved in the serum, which 
will turn red. 
Old stains placed in 
fresh human serum were conclusively 
shown to be human blood.—Philadel­ 
phia Ledger. .. 


THE STRAWBERRY BED. 


The strawberry bed is something- 
that must be renewed every two or 
threo years, and neglect to do this, 
will cause disappointment at fruiting, 
time. 


When the bed is three years old the 
plants have usually become so badly 
matted that it is almost impossible to 
cultivate them, 
For fine, large fruit 
the plants should be set in hills, run­ 
ners should 
be 
pinched off 
and 
ground should always be kept clean 
and well cultivated. 


Resetting — In 
resetting 
plants, 
caro should be taken not to mix the 
plants, as there are perfect and im­ 
perfect flowering varieties and whero 
the imperfect sorts are planted by 
themselves they are usually fruit­ 
less; they must be planted next to 
rows of perfect flowered sorts. 


The strawberry will succeed in al­ 
most any soil suitable for garden or 
farm crops; soil should bo thorough­ 
ly "prepared, well drained and en­ 
riched. 


Plants can be bought very cheap­ 
ly, 
It is but a few hours’ work to 
plant and care for a bed, and nothing 
will giye one greater and more satis­ 
factory returns than a good straw­ 
berry bed. 


Kind of Soil— New ground is best, 
but good crops can be grown on all 
sorts of soils and much depends upon 
selection and care. 
Strong crowds 
and stout roots are the life of the 
plant. 
Care must be taken to spread: 
out the roots so as to have them in 
natural position, and the soil must be 
firm by being packed around them.

Venjamin Harrison had no middle 


name, but the company which he 
raised and commanded as captain be- 
lore he became colonel contained 
"fifty-five officers and privates with 
"middle names — nearly five times as 
many as there were among the 810 
Revolutionary pensioners who once 
lived in Indiana. 


History seems to show that middle 


•names were not common during the 
Revolutionary period nor for some 
time after. 
Few of the prominent 


•soldiers or statesmen of that period 
tad double names. Of generals there 
•were George Washington, Anthony- 
Wayne, Henry Knox, Arthur 
St. 


Clair, Francis Marion, John Sullivan, 
Nathaniel Greene, Artemus Ward, Is- 
rael Putnam, Rufus Putnam — each 
taving but one name. The same was 
true of nearly all the commissioned . 
•officers in the Revolutionary army. 


Presidents Without Middle Names. 


Of the thirteen presidents of the 


Continental Congress, between 1775 
and 17SS, not one had a middle 
name. 


Of the fifty-five signers of the Dec- 


laration of Independence only three 
had middle names. The bold signa- 
ture of John Hancock would not be 
•s.5 effective if he had had a middle 
initial, and that of Benjamin Frank- 
lin appears more dignified without 
one. 


Among the 350 delegates to the 


Continental Congress, from 1774 to 
17 
names. 


In the first Congress under the con- 


stitution, held in 17S9, oat of fifty- 
nine Representatives only five had 
middle names. One of these, a mein- 
fcer from South Carolina, bore them 
singular name of John Baptist Ashe.'

•choice frogs' legs. A veritable mine 
of frogs vras discovered a week ago 
by members -of a juvenile baseball 
team -who "were playing near Sixty- 
third and ilarkot streets. A fly ball 
-was knocked into a ditch, and the 
fielders who chased it found fully 
two dozen rrogs holding a convention 
on the shore of the little stream. The 
game was stopped and the boys got 
busy in the ditch with their bats. 
.More than half a hundred frogs were

' a few uighta ago the Question of 
Tiiiddle names came up, and inquiry 
showed thiit Ave out of six of those 
present had middle name«. 
One said 
he once dropped his, but took it up 
again at the request of his father. 
Another said he never told anybody 
what his middle name was, and three 
admitted ihat they regarded theirs 
as a nuisance. 
Then they wondered 
when middle names originated and 
what good they were anyhow. 


Every person must have remarked 
the current fad of writin?- out the 
middle name in full. 
This fashion 
sprang up only a few years ago, and 
has been much affected by some peo- 
ple, 
Until it became the vogue, a 
person with a middle name would 
have been laughed at for writing it 
out In full, 
but 
fashion 
Justifies 
everything. 
Some people, 
desirous 
to be differentiated from the common 
lierd even divide their names in the 
middle—as 
G. 
Washington 
Sykes, 
W. Shakespeare Boggs or T. Jefferson 
Jones. 
This shows that the owner 
knows how to wear a middle name 
without bping tripped up by It, as a 
militia officer sometimes is by his 
sword. 
Widdle Names More Common Now. 
, Eut the question recurs when did 
fjiiddle names become so popular and 
What good are they? 
There is reason 
to believe they are far more common 
now than they were a few generations 
iigo. 
In a -list published in The News 
a few days ago of pensioners of the 
Revolutionary War who died in In- 
;diana, out of S10, there were only 
'twelve with a middle name or initial. 
Any one company that served in the 
Yar of the Rebellion would show 
\bre double names than this, and 
^ page in Ihe city directory would 
;sll 
tvm or three times as many. 


x'enjamin Harrison had no middle 
name, but the company 
which 
he 
raised and commanded as captain be- 
fore he 
became 
colonel 
contained 
lifty-five officers and privates with 
middle names—nearly five times as 
Tiiany as there were among the 810 
Revolutionary pensioners who once 
lived in Indiana. 


History seems to show that middle 
Tiames were not common during the 
Revolutionary period nor for some 
lime aftei\ 
Few of the prominent 
•soldiers or statesmen of that period 
?liad double names. 
Of generals there 
were George Washington, 
Anthony 
Wayne, 
Henry 
Knox, 
Arthur 
St. 
•<]lair, Francis Marlon, John Sullivan, 
Nathaniel Greene, Artemus Ward, Is- 
rael Putnam, Rufus 
Putnam—each 
having but one name. 
The same was 
true of nearly all the commissioned 
•ofilcers In the Revolutionary army. 


Presidents AVitliout Middle Names. 


Of the thirteen presidents of the 
•Continental Congi-ess, between 1775 
^nd 17SS, not one 
had 
a 
middle 
name. 


Of the fifty-five signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence only three 
had middle names. 
The bold signa- 
ture of John Hancock would not be 
•iis effective if he had had a middle 
initial, and that of Benjamin Frank- 
lin appears moro dignified without 
one. 


Among the 350 delegates to the 


Adams and Joiferson, only two had 
middle names. 
John Quincy Adams, 
elected in 1S24, was the first Presi- 
dent with a middle name, and Wil- 
Ham Henry Harrison, elected In 1S40, 
was the second, 
The names of early 
statesmen like Alexander Hamilton, 
Thomas 
Jefferson, 
Edmund 
Ran- 
dolph, Albert Gallatin and others of 
that period, sound better without a 
middle name. 
Andrew Jackson, Ab- 
raham 
Lincoln, 
William 
McKinley 
and Theodore Roosevelt belong to a 
later period, but they, too, were for- 
tunate in not having been loaded 
down with,a middle name that might 
have proved an Incumbrance. 


So It seems quite clear that mid- 
dle names were far less common In 
this country during the Revolutionary 
period and for many years afterward 
than they are now. 
So they were 
in England. 
Up to comparatively re- 
cent times few of the great names in 
English literature or history were 
double, and it Is fair to assume that 
they were no more common abong 
common 
people 
than 
thpy 
were 
among the celebrated. 
Such names 
as 
William 
Shakespeare, 
Oliver 
Cromwell, John Milton, Isaac New- 
ton, Francis Bacon, William Wads- 
worth, 
Charles 
Dickens, 
Robert 
Browning, 
John 
Bunyan, 
Thomas 
Carlyle, Daniel Defoe, William Pitt 
and many others of renown, v/ould 
be handicapped In history by a mid- 
dle name or initial. 


What Does the Change Signify? 
Abraham Lincoln has been dead a 
little over forty years, and some of 
his namesakes are in evidence, as 
witness Abraham Lincoln Brick, of 
this State, 
We have also George 
Washington Cromer, and the present 
Congress contains George Washing- 
ton 
Taylor, 
of 
Alabama; 
George 
Washington 
Prince 
and 
George 
Washington Smith, of Illinois; Jamea 
Monroe Miller, of Kansas; Benjamin 
Franklin Howell, of New Jersey, and 
Andrew Jackson Barchfield, of Penn- 
sylvania. 


There has not been a Congress In 
the last fifty years that did not con- 
tain one or more, members, some- 
times several, named after soldiers 
or statesmen of the 
Revolutionary 
voviod. 
Both armies during the Civil 
War contained hundreds of soldiers 
bearing names of the Revolutionary 
period. 


There Is nothing discreditable in 
the kind of hero worship that leads 
parents to name a child after a great 
man 
whom 
they 
greatly 
admire, 
though it sometimes happens that the 
son, when he grows up, would prefer 
a different namç. 
Napoleon Bona- 
parte Taylor, formerly an honored 
lawyer and judge of this city, and a 
very modest man, used to regret the 
name his parents had given him, and 
Andrew Jackson Barchfield, a mem- 
ber of the present Congress from 
Pennsylvania, Is a red-hot Ropubîi- 
can. 


But a large majority of middle 
names are given as a sort of annex 
or make-weight to the first name to 
preserve family names and 
tradi- 
tions. 
This also is a commendable 
motive, but Avhy have middle names 
at all? 
From a practical point oi 
view they are superfluous, and that

178S, only twenty-five had middle ^^^^^^ 
come Into such general 


use in this practical, utilitarian and 
commercial age when the tendency is 
to shorten words and eliminate su- 
perfluities. 


Many a man who has had to write 
his namo several hundred times a 
day has regretted the necessity of 
lifting his pen to write and dot the 
initial letter of a middle name. Prob- 
ably one reason why middle names 
have become so much more commoi^ 
In modern times than they once v/ere 
is that for centuries the common la^v 
assumed that the full legal name oi 
a person consisted of one Chrlstiar' 
name and surnamo. 
No legal impor- 
tance attached to a middle name, and 
If a person had one it was not a mis- 
nomer, in legal parlance, to omit ii 
in an Indictment or pleading. 


This is no longer the rule of th€ 
law, but it was for a long time, and 
during that 
period 
middle 
names 
were almost unknown. 
Their gen» 
eral use in this country is of com- 
parafively modern 
growth.—Indian- 
apolis News.

COOLING CAKES OR PIES. 


I have learned that a pie set upon 
a perforated standard will cool with- 
out steaming the crust, and on the 
second day will bo almost as fresh 
as now. 
How many soggy under- 
crusts we find in pies.

are positive that the undorcrust is 
crisp, place on top of stove a few mo- 
ments. 
Then set the pie to cool on 
the strainer from the potato ricor, or

have the air circulate underneath and 
so save the steaming process which 
must result if the pie is placed upon 
a shelf.

Few Men in Country’s Early History Had Them— 
A Sort of Hero Worship.

* a few nights ago. the question of 
Twiddle n am es came up, and inquiry 
showed that five out of six of those 
present had middle name«. 
One said 
he once dropped liis, but took it up 
again at the request of his father. 
Another said he never told anybody 
what his middle name was, and three 
admitted ¿hat they regarded theirs 
as a nuisance. 
Then they wondered 
when middle names originated and 
what good they were anyhow. 


Every person must have remarked 
the current fad of writing out the 
middle name in full. 
This fashion 
sprang up only a few years ago, and 
has been much affected by some peo­ 
ple. 
Until it became the vogue, a 
person with a middle name would 
have been laughed at for writing it 
out in full, 
but 
fashion 
justifies 
everything. 
Some people, desirous 
to be differentiated from the common 
herd oven divide their names in the 
middle— as 
G. 
Washington Sykes, 
W. Shakespeare Boggs or T. Jefferson 
Jones. 
This shows that the owner 
knows how to wear a middle name 
without being tripped up by it, as a 
militia officer sometimes is by his 
sword. 
Middle Names More Common Now. 


But the question recurs when did 
twiddle names become so popular and 
What good are they? 
There is reason 
to believe they are far more common 
now than they were a few generations 
•ago. In a list published in The News 
a few days ago of pensioners of the 
Revolutionary W ar who died in In­ 
diana, out of S10, there were only 
;welve with a middle name or initial. 
\ n y one company that served in the 
Yar of the Rebellion would show 
\pre double names than this, and 
yj page in the city directory would 
*w twjD or three times as many, 
benjam in Harrison had no middle 
name, but the company which 
he 
Taised and commanded as captain be­ 
fore he became colonel 
contained 
fifty-five officers and privates with 
middle names— nearly five times as 
“many as there were among the 810 
Revolutionary pensioners who once 
lived in Indiana. 
‘ 
History seems to show th at middle, 
nam es were not common during the 
Revolutionary period nor for some 
lim e after. 
Few of the prominent 
•soldiers or statesmen of that period 
1iad double names. Of generals there 
were George Washington, Anthony 
Wayne, 
Henry 
Knox, 
Arthur 
St. 
•'Clair, Francis Marion, John Sullivan, 
Nathaniel Greene, Artemus Ward, Is­ 
rael Putnam, Rufus Putnam — each 
having but one name. The same was 
tru e of nearly all the commissioned. 
••officers in the Revolutionary army. 


Presidents W ithout Middle Names.

Andrew Jackson, Ab­ 
raham Lincoln, William McKinley 
and Theodore Roosevelt belong to a 
later period, but they, too, were for­ 
tunate in not having been loaded 
down with,a middle name that might 
have proved an incumbrance. 


So it seems quite clear that mid­ 
dle names were far less common in 
this country during the Revolutionary 
period and for many years afterward 
than they are now. 
So they were 
in England. 
Up to comparatively re­ 
cent times few of the great names in 
English literature or history were 
double, and it Is fair to assume that 
they were no more common abong 
common 
people 
than 
thpy 
were 
among the celebrated. 
Such names 
as 
William 
Shakespeare, 
Oliver 
Cromwell, John Milton, Isaac New­ 
ton, Francis Bacon, William Wads­ 
worth, 
Charles 
Dickens, 
Robert 
Browning, 
John 
Bunyan, 
Thomas 
Carlyle, Daniel Defoe, William Pitt 
and many others of renown, would 
be handicapped in history by a mid­ 
dle name or initial. 


Wliat Does the Change Signify? 
Abraham Lincoln has been dead a 
little over forty years, and some of 
his namesakes are in evidence, as 
witness Abraham Lincoln Brick, of 
this State. 
We have also George 
Washington Cromer, and the present 
Congress contains George Washing­ 
ton 
Taylor, 
of 
Alabama; 
George 
Washington 
Prince 
and 
George 
Washington Smith, of Illinois; James 
Monroe Miller, of Kansas; Benjamin 
Franklin Howell, of New Jersey, and 
Andrew Jackson Barchfield, of Penn­ 
sylvania. 


There has not been a Congress in 
the last fifty years that did not con­ 
tain one or more, members, some­ 
times several, named after soldiers 
or statesmen of the Revolutionary 
peijod. 
Both armies during the Civil 
War contained hundreds of soldiers 
bearing names of the Revolutionary 
period. 


There is nothing discreditable in 
the kind of hero worship that leads 
parents to name a child after a great 
man 
whom 
they 
greatly admire, 
though it sometimes happens that the 
son, when he grows up, would prefer 
a different name. 
Napoleon Bona­ 
parte Taylor, formerly an honored 
lawyer and judge of this city, and a 
very modest man, used to regret the 
name his parents had given him, and 
Andrew Jackson Barchfield, a mem­ 
ber of the present Congress from 
Pennsylvania, is a red-hot Republi­ 
can. 


But a large majority of middle 
names are given as a sort of annex 
or make-weight to the first name to 
preserve family names and tradi­ 
tions. 
This also is a commendable 
motive, but why have middle names 
at all? 
From a practical point oi 
view they are superfluous, and that 
makes it all the stranger why they 
) should have come into such general 
use in this practical, utilitarian and 
commercial age when the tendency is 
to shorten words and eliminate su­ 
perfluities.

COOLING CAKES OR PIES. 


I have learned that a pie set upon 
a perforated standard will cool with­ 
out steaming the crust, and on the 
second day will bo almost as fresh 
as new. 
Plow many soggy under­ 
crusts we find in pies. 
When remov­ 
ing the pie from the oven, unless you 
are positive that the undorcrust is 
crisp, place on top of stove a few mo­ 
ments. 
Then set the pie to cool on 
tho strainer from the potato ricor, or 
even 
on a teacup, cy a colander 
turned bottom up. 
Vhe idea is to 
have the air circulate underneath and 
so save the steaming process which 
must result if tho pie is placed upon 
a slielf. 


If a cake seems difficult to removo 
from the pan, set it for.a minute upon 
a cloth wet in cold water. 
This 
causes a quick steaming and the cake 
loosens almost instantly. 
If, how­ 
ever, you want to leave the cake in 
the pan, place this on a cup as per 
pie rule.— Ladies* World. 


FOR THE LAUNDRY. 


For laundering silk stockings, soak 
first in water in which a little bora:; 
has been dissolved— just enough to 
give the slightest “smooth” feeling to 
the water. Then make a suds of pure 
white soap, turn the stockings in­ 
side out, wash, rinse and hang tc 
dry. 
For colored stockings, soak in 
salt water for an hour to prevent 
colors from “running.” 


Fine pieces of lace may be washed, 
stretched on some smooth surface un­ 
til dry, then 
placed 
between the 
leaves of .some large book, a weight 
put on it, and this will save ironing. 


Clothes that have grown yellow 
with lying long, may bo whitened by 
boiling them in water to which has 
been added a tablespoonful of the fol­ 
lowing emulsion to half a boiler of 
water: 
Paraffin, limo water and tu r­ 
pentine^ mixed in equal parts, well 
shaken before using. Bottle the mix­ 
ture for use. 


Delicate'colors, embroideries, etc., 
should be washed in bran water, or 
thin starch, rinsed well, and let get 
dry; dampen, roll up and iron with 
a moderately hot iron. 
A very hot 
iron will injure colors. 


To wash ribbons great care must 
be exercised, as they seldom look as 
well after washing as before. If gas­ 
oline will not clean them, place thd 
ribbon on a board and brush gently 
with a very soft brush dipped in mild 
soap suds. 
Rinse the ribbon In the 
same way, washing the soap out and 
iron without drying, just as they are 
taken from 
the last 
watar.— The! 
Commoner,.

the ultraviolet radiations from

sun, and 
that it is brought down 
toward the surface of the earth both 
by descending 
air-currents 
and 
by 
drops of rain. 
After a shower 
of 
rain tho quantity of ozono in the air 
is ahvays found 
to have been in- 
creased. 


The volcano Aso-San, In southern 
.Japan, on 
the Island 
of 
Kiushu, 
possesses the largest crater 
known 
on tire earth. 
It is about fourteen 
miles across in one direction, by ten 
or eleven In the other, and is sur- 
rounded 
by walls 
of an 
average 
height of 200 feet. 
Although 
the 
volcano is still active, its eruptions 
consist only of ashes and dust. 
In- 
deed, a range of volcanic mountains, 
evidently of subsequent 
formation, 
extends directly across tho old crater. 
In these 
particulars 
Aso-san 
re- 
sembles some of the craters of the 
moon, where a long history of suc- 
cessive and gradually enfeebled out- 
breaks of volcanic forco is graphi- 
cally represented. 


Chamois For Xew Zealand. 


An Austrian warship visited New 
Zealand last year. 
Its ofiicers \vevQ 
handsomely entertained and present- 
ed with a variety of local products 
and curios. 
In recognition of 
this 
hospitality the Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph has made a gift of eight cha- 
mois to the colony. 
The transporta- 
tion of tho animals to the other sido 
of the globe was a risky undertak- 
ing, but it has been successfully ac- 
complished. 
The 
passage 
between 
the tropics was the crucial stage of 
the voyage, but the chamois 
v/ere 
carefully shielded from the heat and 
emerged without any 
losa save 
a 
temporary one of appetite.

FIR5T AMERICAN REPUBLIC 


'Some InterasUns Records of the Old. Inde- 
pendent Colony of Guilford and the Rights 
Granted to It ty Kins George.

- V/hat a delightful old colony Ver- 
mont is to go back to, and in the 
summer months, when the 
modern 
vacation days are upon you, stroll 
over those old green hills, ^wander 
up and down Its picturesque valleys, 
visit the often quaint villages, half 
colonial and half modern, spy 
out 
the farmhouses, 
so many of 
them 
reaching back to the Revolution, with 
their 
curious 
architecture 
of 
low 
walls and long, sloping roofs, 
that 
almost come to the ground, and, bet- 
ter than all, come in contact with and 
feel tho warm friendship 
of 
these 
people, who have long lived there, 
and who, as genealogies run, repre- 
sent pioneers who came to the State, 
then even unnamed, long before the 
French and Indian war of 175(5; for 
even then what is now Vermont had 
settlements scattered here and there, 
and it was at AVest Minster that the 
first blood was shed that later fruited 
into Concord and Lexington, and the 
monument there tells how a young 
boy was shot down by the redcoats in 
1762 for being a **rebel." 


Old Guilford is one of the toM'n- 
shlps settled long before 1750, and 
even then had a population of some- 
thing 
like 
"two 
hundred 
souls." 
They had no government and were 
a lav/ iinto themselves, being 
gov- 
erned somevv^hat by ti'ibal law. 
In 
this little "province" tho 
ancestors 
Df the writer lived, and that, perhaps, 
is why Old Guilford seems different 
to him from any other locality on 
earth, 
and 
why he 
goes 
there 
as 
often as he can and visits tho old 
homestead, climbs over the hills r.nd, 
by the traditions of the family, re- 
peoples these hills and conjures up 
the scenes of long ago, v/hen his for- 
bears 
were 
mountaineers 
on 
these 
rocky ridges, and lived in the primi- 
tive way that they must have lived 
In those strenuous days. 
It was after 
one of these day dreaming 
tramps 
over the hills and at the 
evening 
hour, at the home of a kinsman who 
still represents the blood of 
those 
early days, that we fell to bringing 
up history and traditions of tho fam- 
ily, when 
my host said: 
"Do 
you 
knov/ that part of this house 
was 
built from the famous old Liberty 
Pole tavern kept by John Gale, and 
that barn across the road is the very 
same structure in which he housed 
his horses when he subjugated 
the 
little Republic of 
Guilford and 
by 
force of arms made it give up its 
charter and become part of the Coun- 
ty of Windham 
and give its 
alle- 
giance to the new State of Vermont?" 


Guilford, once an Independent re- 
public, governing itself, and forced 
by 
arms 
to 
give 
up 
its 
charter? 


Wh^t is claimed tp bo a 
record 
day's winding for any colliery in the 
United Ivingdom was made recently 
at the Bargoed colliery of the Powell 
Dyffryn Company, 
The quaniiiy .o£ 
coal raised duiing the day was 
tons, 


"Charter 
from 
whom?" 
"Why, 
King George himself, and in 1 7 5 5 , " 
'Prove it to me. 
Why did not my 
grandfather 
and father tell me 
of 
this?" 
" W e l l , ' t h e charter is in ex- 
istence, and the records of the repub- 
lic are in good preservation and can 
be seen at the town clerk's oiflce at 
Guilford 
Centre, 
and 
a 
duplicate 
map of the assignments of" the pub- 
lic domain of Guilford Republic to 
its 
several 
inhabitants. 
We 
went 
across to the barn. 
This was the 
long stable, those the stalls, and it 
is supposed that Ethan Allen's horse 
by right had this stall, and 
from 
these yery mows the herd's grass hay 
was raked down to feed it. 
Then we 
found an old early history of 
the 
town, in which the history of the re- 
public was told and a mine of curi- 
ous facts was revealed. 
Then to the 
clerk's office, held now by 
Charles 
Barney, curiously enough a descend- 
ant of the keeper of the seals one 
hundred 
and forty-nine 
years 
ago. 
The 
old custodian 
of the 
records 
opened the great iron safe and put 
Into my hands the old charter signed 
by tho King by Thomas Bennington, 
his deputy in America, 
A great sheet 
of parchment on the lettering was 
still plainly readable, and after much 
preamble about the 
loyalty of 
his 
subjects in America it proceeds to 
say that a tract of his majesty's do- 
main, six miles square, in territory 
north of the colony of Massachusetts, 
Is set apart for these loyal subjects, 
in tracts of one hundred acres 
to 
iach family, and that "from hence- 
forth they are to be free and inde- 
pendent from all other colonies, to 
:nake their own laws and elect their 
:)wn ofiicers, to whom tho inhabitants 
shall pay due respect; shall pay taxes, 
maintain schools, support the crown 
ihurch and that the colony shall be 
governed by a select council of three 
men, elected by the legal voters each 
March, 
and 
such 
other 
ofiicers 
as 
may be 
deemed 
necessary 
by 
the 
council." 
On looking to the records 
[ found that the full board, from top 
to bottom, consisted of about twen- 
{y-four men. 
Then, after 
recount- 
ing much authority extended to them, 
the charter goes on to say that the 
only tribute, or tithing, to be exacted 
by his royal majesty is the right for 
the King's officers 10 cut and trans- 
port, without compensation or hin- 
drance, such timber on the 
moun- 
tains as may be deemed 
necessary 
for masts and spars for tho 
royal 
navy. 
There had been 
a seal 
at- 
tached, but it has disappeared. 
The 
republic was immediately organized, 
and continued as such untij after the 
Revolution, and in 17SG became a 
township of Vermont, under the gen- 
tle persuasion of iDthan Allen and a 
force of one hundred State militia. 


Then wo looked over ihs records 
of 
the town 
board. 
The 
records 
phow that the town was vvt»Ji gov^ 


V 


erned. 
Away back in those days the 
names appear of- the Wards, Shep- 
erdsons, Birtlocks, Martins, 
Bakers, 
Barneys, Aldriches and a number of 
others, still familiar town names. 
It 
appears that schools were organized 
through the town, and a sort of semi- 
academy 
at 
the 
Centre, or 
rather 
"capital,** 
was 
established. 
A 
so- 
ciety of the 
"Established 
Church" 
was formed, and between the lines 
one may catch a glimpse that there 
was something like an untitled aris- 
tocracy 
in 
existence 
at that 
time. 
Then one gains the liupression that 
the town became somewhat tribal In 
its make-up. 
There was the popu- 
lation that centred about the seat o£ 
government, tho Green River settle- 
ment, the settlement of Guilford Hol- 
low and that of Algiers, a little vil- 
lage 
at 
the 
fall 
of 
Broad 
Brook, 
nearest to Fort Dummer, now Brat- 
tleboro. 
The Liberty Pole 
Tavern 
was at the latter place and was a 
great gathering place for the clans 
in their pilgrimages up and 
down 
the 
Connecticut 
River. 
These 
old 
records brin: out many curious mat^ 
ters and give an insight into :-any 
remarkable 
transactions. 
^""here 
seems to have been no tariff, or im- 
porc laws. 
Boston, 
one 
hundred 
miles away, seems to have been the 
great point of commerce with 
the 
colony, and many a bill was brought 
in for transporting town *'stui£" from 
that port. 


After the beginning of the Revolu- 
tion there seems to have been a great 
desii^e to help the colonics. 
In Au- 
gust of 177G is an entry to the cffcct 
that tho selectmen voted to supply 
three 
soldiers 
to 
the 
Continental 
army during the war, and, in aid of 
such, they were tc be paid an annual 
bounty of £3 each. 
John 
Sheperd- 
son seems to have been the first vol- 
unteer under the act. and, so far as 
the records show, this army of three 
was kept in the field throughout the 
war. 


During the Revolution the 
town 
seems to have become somewhat di- 
vided in regard to its 
government. 
New 
York 
was claiming 
the 
un- 
named territory of Vermont on one 
side, 
and New 
Hampshire on 
the 
other. 
Vermo-1 became a sort 
of 
cross-over ground between the arm- 
ies, 
It was just west of 
Guilford 
that Ge:ieral John Stark, with New 
Hampshire troops, won the battle of 
Bennington, 
in which many 
ureen 
Mountain boys fought. 
There 
was 
divided 
opinion in 
the town, 
and 
there were 
somewhat serious 
dis- 
putes 
betvre3n 
the 
inhabitants, 
so 
that after the war the Liberty Polo 
Inn seems to have been the real Capi- 
tol 
of 
the 
government. 
Demands 
were made by the then government 
of Vermont for the surrender of the 
charter 
under 
which 
the 
republic 
had existed for over forty years, but 
it was resisted. 
The town was then 
surrounded by other towLs loyal to 
Vermont, and as a last resort General 
Ethan Allen was sent with one hun- 
dred troopers to Guilford to 
"per- 
suade" the people to unite with the 
County of Wine ham and the State of 
Vermon"-. 
It seems that the Council 
was in session at the Liberty Pole 
Inn when Allen and his troopers ar- 
rived. 
Allen sought admittance to 
the hotel, 
or rather 
tavern. 
Tho 
door was closed. 
Allen thundered ou 
the d-)or with his fist and demanded 
admittance. 
He 
then 
announced 
that he had come to havo the tov/n 
join with the State and give up its 
independence. 
He was told, 
''Well," said he, "I'll give you three 
days to make up your minds, and if 
you 
refuse 
I'll 
make Guilford 
as 
desolate as Sodom and 
Gomorrah." 
Ho 
thereupon 
proceeded 
to 
make 
himself 
at 
homo 
and 
ordered 
his 
troops to make themselves comfort- 
able. 
"This," said my host, "is tho 
old front door of the t.,verr on which 
Allen thumpc """—a rreat solid, pan- 
elled door, kept as a historical relic 
in 
the 
Gale 
family. 
The 
Council 
considered, the v/ill of the town v/as 
sought, and Allen waited, and roomed 
v/ith Gale. 
They me. to fix terms, 
but thero wero to bo no terms, only 
surrender. 
What would Allen 
do? 
No one knew, but all guessqd.

toward the surface of the earth both 
by descending air-currents and by 
drops of rain. 
After a shower of 
rain tho quantity of ozone in the air 
is always found

creased.

'Some Interesting Records of the Old, Inde­ 
pendent Colony of Guilford and the Rights 
Granted to It cy Kins George. 
* , 


JOHN GOULD, OHIO. 


- W hat a delightful old colony Ver­ 
mont is to go back to, and in the 
summ er months, when the modern 
vacation days are upon you, stroll 
over those old green hills, fwander 
up and down its picturesque valleys, 
visit the often quaint villages, half 
colonial and half modern, spy out 
the farmhouses, so many of them 
reaching back to the Revolution, with 
their curious 
architecture 
of 
low 
walls and long, sloping roofs, th at 
almost come to the ground, and, bet­ 
ter than all, come in contact with and 
feel the warm friendship of these 
people, who have long lived there, 
and who, as genealogies run, repre­ 
sent pioneers who came to the State, 
then even unnamed, long before the 
French and Indian war of 1750; for 
even then what is now Vermont had 
settlements scattered here and there, 
and it was at West Minster that the 
first blood was shed that later fruited 
into Concord and Lexington, and the 
monument there tells how a young 
boy was shot down by the redcoats in 
1762 for being a “rebel.” 


Old Guilford is one of the town­ 
ships settled long before 1750, and 
even then had a population of some­ 
thing 
like 
“two 
hundred 
souls.” 
They had no government and were 
a law unto themselves, being gov­ 
erned somewhat by tribal law. 
In 
this little “province” tho ancestors 
of the writer lived, and that, perhaps, 
is why Old Guilford seems different 
to him from any other locality on 
earth, and why he goes there as 
often as he can and visits the old 
homestead, climbs over the hills r.nd, 
by the traditions of the family, re­ 
peoples these hills and conjures up 
the scenes of long ago, when his for­ 
bears were mountaineers on these 
rocky ridges, and lived in the prim i­ 
tive way th at they must have lived 
in those strenuous days. 
It was after 
one of these day dreaming tram ps 
over the hills and at the evening 
hour, at the home of a kinsm an wrho 
still represents the blood of those 
early days, that we fell to bringing 
up history and traditions of the fam ­ 
ily, when my host said: 
“Do you 
know th at part of this house was 
built from the famous old Liberty 
Pole tavern kept by John Gale, and 
that barn across the road is the very 
same structure in which he housed 
his horses when he subjugated the 
little Republic of Guilford and by 
force of arms made it give up its 
charter and become part of the Coun­ 
ty of W indham and give its alle­ 
giance to the new State of V erm ont?” 
Guilford, once an independent re­ 
public, governing itself, and forced 
by arm s to give up its charter? 
“Charter 
from 
wrhom ?” 
“ Why, 
King George himself, and in 1755.” 
•Prove it to me. 
W hy did not my 
grandfather and father tell me of 
this?” 
“ W ell,‘the charter is in ex­ 
istence, and the records of the repub­ 
lic are in good preservation and can 
be seen at the town clerk’s office at 
Guilford Centre, and 
a 
duplicate 
map of the assignments of the pub­ 
lic domain of Guilford Republic to 
its 
several 
inhabitants. 
We went 
across to the barn. 
This was the 
long stable, those the stalls, and it 
is supposed th at E than Allen’s horse 
by right had this stall, and from 
these very mows the herd ’s grass hay 
was raked down to feed it. 
Then we 
found an old early history of the 
town, in which the history of the re­ 
public wras told and a mine of curi­ 
ous facts was revealed. 
Then to the 
clerk’s office, held now by Charles 
Barnoy, curiously enough a descend­ 
ant of the keeper of the seals one 
hundred and forty-nine years ago. 
The old custodian 
of the 
records 
opened the great iron safe and put 
into my hands the old charter signed 
by tho King by Thomas Bennington, 
his deputy in America. A great sliest 
of parchment on the lettering was 
still plainly readable, and after much 
preamble about the loyalty of his 
subjects in America it proceeds to 
say that a tract of his m ajesty’s do­ 
main, six miles square, in territory 
north of the colony of Massachusetts, 
Is set apart for these loyal subjects, 
in tracts of one hundred acres to 
each family, and th at “from hence­ 
forth they are to be free and inde­ 
pendent from all other colonies, to 
oiake their own lav/s and elect their 
)wn ofiicers, to whom the inhabitants 
shall pay due respect; shall pay taxes, 
maintain schools, support the crown 
church and th at the colony shall be 
governed by a select council of three 
men, elected by the legal voters each 
March, and such other officers as 
may be deemed necessary by the 
council.” 
On looking to the records 
i found that the full board, from top 
to bottom, consisted of about twen- 
ty-four men. 
Then, after recount­ 
ing much authority extended to them, 
the charter goes on to say th at the 
only tribute, or tithing, to be exacted 
by his royal majesty is the right for 
the K ing’s officers to cut and trans­ 
port, without compensation or hin­ 
drance, such timber on the m oun­ 
tains as may be deemed necessary 
fur masts and spars for tho royal 
navy. 
There had been a seal at­ 
tached, but it has disappeared. 
The 
republic was immediately organized, 
and continued as such untij after the 
Revolution, and in 17SS became a 
township of Vermont, under the gen­ 
tle persuasion of Ethan Allen and a 
force of one hundred State militia, 
Then wro looked over the records 
of 
the town 
board. 
The 
records 
phow th at the town was Vvwi gov­ 


erned. 
Away back in those days the 
names appear o t the Wards, Shep- 
erdsous, Bullocks, Martins, Bakers, 
Barneys, Aldriches and a number of 
others, still familiar town names. It 
appears that schools were organized 
through the town, and a sort of semi­ 
academy at the Centre, or rather 
“capital,” was established. 
A so­ 
ciety of the “Established Church” 
was formed, and between the lines 
one may catch a glimpse th at there 
was something like an untitled aris­ 
tocracy in existence at th a t time. 
Then one gains the liupression th at 
the town became somewhat tribal in 
its make-up. 
There was the popu­ 
lation that centred about the seat of 
government, tho Green River settle­ 
ment, the settlement of Guilford Hol­ 
low and that of Algiers, a little vil­ 
lage at the fall of Broad Brook, 
nearest to F ort Dummer, now Brat- 
tleboro. 
The Liberty Pole Tavern 
was at the latter place and was a 
great gathering place for the clans 
in their pilgrimages up and down 
the Connecticut River. 
These old 
records brin:* out many curious mat* 
ters and give an insight into :.:any 
rem arkab !e 
transactions. 
^There 
seems to have been no tariff, or im­ 
port laws. 
Boston, one 
hundred 
miles away, seems to have been the 
great point of commerce with the 
colony, and many a bill was brought 
in for transporting town “stuff” from 
th at port. 


After the beginning of the Revolu­ 
tion there seems to have been a great 
desire to help the colonies. 
In Au­ 
gust of 177G is an entry to the crfcct 
that the selectmen voted to supply 
three 
soldiers 
to 
the 
Continental 
arm y during the war, and, in aid of 
such, they were tc be paid an annual 
bounty of £3 cach. 
John Sheperd- 
son seems to have been the first vol­ 
unteer under the act, and, so far as 
the records show, this army of three 
was kept in the field throughout the 
war. 


During the Revolution the town 
seems to have become somewhat di­ 
vided in regard to its government. 
New 
York 
was claiming 
the 
un­ 
named territory of Vermont on one 
side, 
and New 
Hampshire on the 
other. 
Vermo* t became a sort o£ 
cross-over ground between the arm ­ 
ies. 
It wras just west of Guilford, 
th at General John Stark, writh New 
Hampshire troops, won the battle of 
Bennington, in which many ureen 
Mountain boys fought. 
There was 
divided 
opinion in the town, and 
there were 
somewhat serious 
dis­ 
putes between the inhabitants, so 
th a t after the war the Liberty Polo 
Inn seems to have been the real capi- 
toi of the government. 
Demands 
were made by the then government 
of Vermont for the surrender of the 
charter under which the republic 
had existed for over forty years, but 
it was resisted. 
The town was then 
surrounded by other I o w l s loyal to 
Vermont, and as a last resort General 
E than Allen was sent with one hun­ 
dred troopers to Guilford to “per­ 
suade” the people to unite with the 
County of Wine ham and the State of 
V erm on\ 
It seems th at the Council 
wras in session at the Liberty Pole 
Inn when Allen and his troopers ar­ 
rived. 
Allen sought admittance to 
the hotel, 
or rather 
tavern. 
The 
door was closed. Allen thundered on 
the d io r with his fist and demanded 
admittance. 
He 
then 
announced 
th at he had come to have the town 
join with the State and give up its 
independence. 
He was told, “No!” 
“ Well,” said he, “ i ’ll give you three 
days to make up your minds, and if 
you 
refuse 
I ’ll 
make Guilford as 
desolate as Sodom and Gomorrah.” 
He thereupon proceeded 
to make 
himself at homo and ordered hi3 
troops to make themselves comfort­ 
able. 
“This,” said my host, “is the 
old front door of the t..verr on which 
Allen thum pc'1" — a creat solid, pan­ 
elled door, kept as a historical relic 
in the Galo family. 
The Council 
considered, the will of the town was 
sought, and Allen waited, and roomed 
with Gale. 
They me. to fix terms, 
but thero wero to be no terms, only 
surrender. 
W hat would Allen do? 
No one knew, but all guessqd. 
Final­ 
ly, if they complied with his term s, 
would he leave the old charter and 
records 
in tho 
possession of 
the 
town? 
Certainly. 
There were no 
other terms. 
The town capitulated, 
the Council signed for tho town and 
adjourned sine die, and the little re­ 
public of Guilford passed out of ex­ 
istence and 11S years later was al­ 
most out of recollection and tradi­ 
tion. 


We folded up tho old, time stained 
charter and it was put into its wrap­ 
ping. 
The old records of the colony 
were again consigned to the great 
iron safe, and we went back to our 
friends with a satisfaction that no 
sightseeing, fishing or camera tourist 
can ever feel. 
We had found a 
buried republic, and this little sketch 
is only a ¿ragment of a story of tho 
times befcre and during the Revolu­ 
tion that if fully uncovered would 
reveal a story of hum an activity th a t 
would prove of intenE* interest to 
the lover of his country's history and 
the descendants of the once dwellers 
of old Guilford. — New York Tri-

of the rare qualities of many animals, 
plants and stones, of the things you 
can do and those you cannot do on 
certain days of the week or the month 
and, filially, ho will invite you to 
make the sign of the cross to drive 
away the devils and the ghosts that 
may have been attracted by the con­ 
versation you have had. 


From their earliest childhood the 
peons are taught to make the sign 
of the cross before going to sleep 
at night and before touching the floor 
with their toes in the morning. Maid­ 
ens, until they become brides, are 
urged by their mothers to put their 
shoes point against point under their 
bed at night to 'bring happy dreams, 
and will even enable them to convei*se 
with the Virgin during their sleep. 


When dressing the right shoe (nev­ 
er the left) is put on first. 
The 
b.uttoiis of the suit are buttoned up­ 
ward«, that is, starting with the low- j 
est and ending at the top. 
This is j 
to signify that we are very low here 
in this earthly planet, but that during 
the day we will try to go upward. 
Furthermore, this practice, if faith­ 
fully and constantly observed, will 
lead us very high, to Heaven when 
we die.

“Of all the men whoso works in 
this line we handle it can be safely 
said that on the prints of only two 
of them—Rembrandt and Durer—has 
the ink really dried. 
And you know 
it is a long time since they were 
alive. 


“It has been our frequent experi­ 
ence to have prints fully 200 years 
old show signs that the ink still had 
some moisture in it, as we have learn­ 
ed ‘to our cost in seeing them rub­ 
bed, 


“An expert, whether he be a pro­ 
fessional or amateur collector, can 
tell at a glance that a print has had 
another one pulled across it, for to 
ibis 
accustomed 
eyes 
‘the 
telltale 
marks of the ink having been drawn 
across a blank place on the paper are 
as clear as daylight. 


“That is why we keep all of our 
prints in boxes that just fit them so 
that they must be lifted out squarely 
with no chance of their being drag­ 
ged across the one below. 
It seems 
like a, trifle. But it is just such trifles 
that make or mar the sale of a really 
fine print worth thousands of dol­ 
lars,”—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Two Men Injured in Wreck* 


Gettysburg, Feb. 22.—Two men serious­ 
ly injured and two car« badly smashed ar© 
the result of an accident on the “Y” last 
night M, A. Garvin, conductor of the 
train arriving here at 9 o’clock over the 
Philadelphia & Reading and Mr, Clay, 
baggageman on the same train, stood on 
the same train as it started to back around 
the “ Y” , as it does every night to get 
in position for the morning. A Western 
Maryland “extra" was making up and 
had left twelve large coal cars on the 
switch without lights and with no one to 
watch them. 
T h e passenger backed 
around and as the night was unusually 
dark was on the cars before either man 
had time to jump. 


The force with which the passenger hit 
the freight caused the mail car, on which 
both men were standing, to rise up, at the 
same time mashing in the front of the car 
and throwing Mr. Garvin to the floor, 
freight rebounded and threw the mail car 
forward throwing Mr. Clay ten feet out on 
the tracks. The impact broke the end of 
the freight car and scattered coal over the 
tracks and on the mail car burying Mr.

Harry Kehn, the Broadway barber, 
vho lived with his wife and two daught­ 
ers in a new home on Springs Avenue, 
left for parts unknown Friday, Feb. 23.
